Fourteen persons 
were killed and one hundred wound­ 
ed in fighting 
Monday 
between the 
Fascisti and Communists in the pro­ 
vince of Tuscany. 
The militant Fascisti were in death 
grips with the Communists ip several 
towns in Tuscany throughout Sunday. 
Four hundred Fascisti left Florence in 
the morning for “work propaganda” 
in the surrounding towns. 
They ar­ 
rived in lorries at Prato, where they 
took possession of the town and forced 
the Communist town officers to hoist 
Jthe tri-color on the public buildings. 
Several Communists were dragged 
from their beds and 
forced to sign 
their resignation from the party and 
to cry 
‘‘Long live 
Italy.” Then the 
Fascisti invaded labor 
headquarters 
and seized 
all the 
records.

they proceeded to the adjoining vil­ 
lage of Capri Bisenrio. 
On the way 
they were ambushed by Communists.

Communists were k.lled and several
